Any  county  or  district  bee-keepers'  associr- 
tion  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  may  become  af- 
filiated to  this  Association  on  payment  of  five 
dollars  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  November  in  each 
year,  but  every  local  association  so  affiliate! 
must  have  on  its  membership  roll  at  least  five 
members  uho  are  also  members  of  the  Ontario 
Beekeepers'  Association  at  tho  time  of  its  affilia- 
tion and  must  continue  to  have  a  like  number  of 
its  members  on  the  roll  of  this  Association  while 
it  remains  in  affiliation. 

VIII. 

Every  alifiliated  association  shall  receive  an 
annual  grant  out  of  the  funds  of  this  Association.

(i)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to 
preside  at  all  meetings  o(  the  Association,  to  call 
for  reports,  to  put  motions  when  seconded,  to 
decide  upon  questions  of  order  and  to  declare 
the  result  of  ballots  and  elections.  The  Presi- 
dent, in  connection  with  the  Secretary,  shall 
have  power  to  call  special  meetings  when  neces- 
sary. The  President  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  shall  call  it  to- 
gether .vhen  necessary. 

(2)  In  the  event  of  the  death  or  absence  of  the 
President,  the  Vice-President  shall  discharge  his 
duties. 

(3)  It  shall  be  ttie  duty  of  the  Secretary  to 
keep  and  preserve  the  books  of  the  Association. 
To  call  the  roll  and  read  the  minutes  at  every 
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meeting  of  the  Association.  To  conduct  all  cor- 
respondence of  the  Association.  To  receive  and 
transfer  all  moneys  received  for  fees  and  other- 
wise to  the  Treasurer  having  taken  a  receipt  for 
the  same.  To  make  out  a  statistical  report  for  the 
Association  and  for  the  Government.  To  furnish 
the  officers  of  county  and  district  associations 
v.iih  forms  for  organisation  and  annual  reports, 
and  to  givenoticeof  Association  and  board  meet- 
ings through  the  press  or  otherwise. 

(4)  It  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to 
furnish  two  sureties  in  the  sum  of  !|500  each  for 
the  security  of  ths  moneys  of  the  Association. 
To  receive  from  the  Secretary  :ill  moneys  belong- 
ing to  the  Association  and  to  give  receipts  for 
the  same.  To  pay  them  out  on  order  endorsed 
by  the  President  and  Sec»*etary,  and  to  render  a 
written  report  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements 
at  each  Annual  Meeting. 

(5)  County  or  district  associations  seeking  af- 
filiation shall  forward  to  the  Secretary  an  appli- 
cation according  to  the  following  form:  "We 
whose  names  are  written  in  the  accompanying 
form  having  organised  ourselves  into  a  county 
(or  district)  Association  tobe  known  as  County  (or

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(6)  Every  affiliated  association  that  neglects 
or  refuses  to  pay  the  annual  afliliaiion  fee,  or  ne- 
glects or  refuses  to  for  war  1  to  the  S-ecretary  the 
annuil  report  on  or  b'efore  the  date  fixed  may  he 
deprived  of  their  affiliation  privileges  by  the 
Board.
